affecting Belle 
Glade residents 


Spread of disease 
can be controlled

Since May 1994 there 
have been over 80 diag- 
nosed cases of shigellosis 
(an infectious disease 
caused by a germ called 
Shigella), primarily in pre- 
school children in the 
southwest section of Belle 


*Glade. 


The HRS/Palm Beach 
County Health Unit is 
working with various 
health. care providers, com- 


munity agencies and groups ^ 


to educate the public about 
shigellosis and how to pre- 
vent it and improve envi- 
ronmental conditions that 
may contribute to its 
spread. 

The shigella germs are in 
the stool of an infected per- 
son and can be spread by 
people who fail to wash 
their hands thoroughly 
after using the restroom or 
changing diapers, failing to 
keep under fingernails 
clean, flies carrying the 
germ from infected food, 
water or milk, or food that 
has been handled by an 
infected person. 

According to the health 


unit, some people can carry 
the germ for weeks or 
months without knowing 
the are infected. 

Most cases occur in chil- 
dren under age 10 but it is 
likely to occur in all age 
groups. Illness usually 
starts within 1-7 days after 
contact with the germ. 

Symptoms are diarrhea, 
fever, vomiting and cramps. 

The best method of pre- 
venting the spread of the 
disease is good personal 
hygiene. 

All family members are 
encouraged to use separate 
washcloths and towels, con- 
trol flies and breeding 
areas, drinking cups and 
glasses should not be shared 
by others, keep food prepa- 
ration area and kitchen 
utensils clean, keep hot food 
hot and cold food cold, and 
dispose of dirty diapers or 
soiled underwear properly.

It was the summer of '69.

Twenty-five years ago this 
week Hurricane Camille 
slammed into Louisiana and 
Mississippi. This was no 
ordinary hurricane. Camille 
was а monster, a storm with 
190 mph sustained winds 
and one of the lowest baro- 
metric readings ever--26.73 
inches. 

Hurricanes not ‘only have 
names they also have num- 
bers. We rank hurricanes on 
a scale of one to five with 
five being the worst. Camille 
was а category five hurri- 
cane. She holds the distinc- 
tion as опе of only two cate- 
gory five's ever to strike the- 
United States. (By. the way, 
the-other category five hur- 
ricane struck the Florida 
Keys in 1935).

it a slab of concrete in the 
town of Pass Christian, Mis- 
sissippi. 

The slab is all that's left of 
the Richelieu Apartments.. 
The Richelieu was a three 
story apartment complex 
located about 100 yards from 
the Gulf of Mexico. The 
entire building was literally 
wiped away by Hurricane 
Camille. 

As а hurricane nears the 
coast it produces.a wall of 
water called a'storm surge. 
The size of that wall of 


‚ Water is determined by the 


power of the storm and 
depth of the ocean near the 
coast. Camille was a huge 
storm and the coastline near 
the Richelieu was quite shal- 
low. It turned out to be a 
deadly combination. 

When Hurricane Camille 
hit Mississippi on the night 
of Aug. 17 she produced a 24 
foot storm surge. That surge 
of water destroyed every- 
thing within a few hundred 
yards of the Gulf, including 
the Richelieu. 

If you're finding it hard to 
imagine just how powerful 
water can be consider that 
one cubic yard of water 


you begin to understand the j 


power of a storm surge. 

Mary Ann Gerlch knows 
all about the power of water. 
Mary Ann was in the Riche- 
lieu apartment building 
along with 23 other people 
the night Camille came call- 
ing. Mary Апп and her 
friends were having a hurri- 
cane party. 

The party ended abruptly 
when Camille's 24 foot storm 
surge swept across the 
Richelieu. As the watér rose 
toward the ceiling of her sec- 
ond floor apartment, Mary 
Ann swam out a window. 
She was found the next 
morning clinging to a tree 
five miles away. She sur- 
vived but her 23 friends did 
not, 

The Richelieu apartments 
were never rebuilt, Today, 
the slab of the building is a 
memorial to the power of a 
hurricane. When I walked 
around that slab a few years 
ago I noticed bits of bath- 
room tile, old pipes and 
pieces of the roof. What I 
really saw, however, was the 
power of a hurricane. It is 
the most powerful storm on 
earth. Just ask anyone in 
Pass Christian, Miss.

She was found the next 
morning clinging to a tree 
five miles away. She sur- 
vived but her 23 friends did 
not. 

The Richelieu apartments 
were never rebuilt. Today, 
the slab of the building is a 
memorial to the power of a 
hurricane. When I walked 
around that slab a few years 
ago I noticed bits of bath- 
room tile, old pipes and 
pieces of the roof. What I 
really saw, however, was the 
power of a hurricane. It is 
the most powerful storm on 
earth. Just ask anyone in 
Pass Christian, Miss.
